Harvey Spurns

Wisconsin Will Not Recog- 


nize Boundary Claim 


As Matter Of 


Dispute

Authorities of the state of Mich- 


jgan were told by the executive of- 
fice on Thursday that the claim of 
that state to about 360 square miles 
of land including the city of Hnrloy 
and to about 960 islands could not 
be, recognised by £he state as a mat. 
ter of dispute. If the state of Mich, 
igan desires to present its boundary 
claim against Wisconsin farther, it 
will have to begin action in the U. 
S, supreme court. The claim of the 
state of Michigan was presented to 
the governor's office by A. L. Saw- 
yer ott Menotnonee, The differences 
arise over a boundary dispute as 
to the headwaters of the Montreal 
river which involve, 390 
square 


miles of land which, with ita pres- 
ent improvement 
aggregates 
a 


value of. |10,000,<M>0. Claim is also 
set up to about 360 islands now 
tared, by the state of Wisconsin in- 
cluding many islands in and around 
Green Bay, including the1 famous 
Washington island. 


Executive Counsel M. B. Olbrich 


teld Mr.. Sawyer these lands had 
long been taxed by the 
state of 


Wisconsin and that this state would 
not recognize the existence of any 
boundary dispute. 


The boundary between Michigan 


and Wisconsin was first determin- 
ed in the act that in 1886 created 
Wisconsin territory. 
In ignorance 


of the real geography of the reg- 
on this act described a suppositi- 
:ioas line, under/ the belief that the 
tfontreal river had its 
source in 


Vieux Desert. Two years lat- 


er congress appropriated J4>000 for 
the survey of the Michigan-Wiscon. 


boundsTy. 
The 
appropriation 


was considered insufficient and no 
attempt was made to run the line 
until 1841. 
Then, the matter-hav- 


ng been transferred-to the war de- 
partment, an army engineer, Lieut. 
Thomas J. Cram, was detailed to 
undertake the survey. Cram spent 
the summer of 1M1 in' Wisconsin's 
northern forests., ascertained many 
facts and reported them to the de- 
partment He spent months in the 
attempt to determine the line as 
nearly as possible in accordance 
with official description. In the re- 
port which' he made to the bead of 
his department he recommended the 
abandonment at. Lake Vieux Desert 
as a determinating factor in the in- 
terstate boundary line. 


The determination of the 
line 


rested until 1846, when* congress es- 
tablished the line "to the mouth of 
the Menominee river; thence up the 
channel of the river to the Brule 
rivcir; thence to Lake Brnle; thence 
along the southern shore of Lake

In the county of Fond do Lac, ex- 
cept the city and town of Ripon. 


The people of tho state of Wisconsin, 


represented in senate and assembly, 
do enact as follows: 
Section 1. There is hereby created 


and established in find for tho county 
of Fond du Lac, state of Wisconsin, 
a court to bo known and designated as 
the "Municipal Court of Fond du Luc 
County", which court, after tho first 
day of May, A. D.. 1921, shall have 
tho powovs and jurisdiction hereinaf- 
ter specified and provided, and shall 
be presided over by a judge to bo 
known rs tho "Municipal Judge." 


Section 2. 
The municipal court of 


Fond du Lac county shall bo a court of 
record, with a seal to be designed and 
procured by the judge thereof at tho 
expense of the county. 


Section 3. 
Said municipal 
court 


shall be held in the city of Fond du 
Lac, in tome suitable room or rooms 
to be furnished mid supplied at the 
expense of tho county under tho di- 
rection of the county board thereof, 
and ma? hold court in such other 
places in tho county as the municipal 
judge may order. 
Section 4, No person shall *be eli-

taining a jury of twelve qualified to 
act shall bo used as above prescribed 
for obtaining a jury of six qualified 
jurors; provided that the party de- 
manding the jury of twelve men shall 
bo required to deposit with the clerk, 
two dollars for each juror demanded.

shall instruct the jury in accordance 
with tho practice prescribed for cir- 
cuit counts in tho state of Wisconsin. 


3. Any juror on either tho "County 


at Largo List" or the "City List" who 
shall remove from said county or from 
said city respectively shall have his 
name stricken from the lists and with- 
drawn therefrom upon order of the 
court and tho name of any juror on 
cither list who shall bo entitled to, 
and claim his exemption from jury 
service, shall likewise have his name 
stricken from such lists and

cause to come before him tho persons 
so charged with committing bastardy 
or criminal offense, within such dis- 
trict and commit them to jail or bind 
them over for trial at tho next term 
of the circuit court, as the case may 
require, and shall have power

jurisdiction concurrent with the jus- 
tices of the peace or other magistrates 
throughout the county.

shall not be construed as in any way 
limiting the jurisdiction of the circuit 
courts of the state of Wisconsin.

exclusive original jurisdiction of pros- 
ecutions for the violation .of tho ordi- 
nances and charter provisions of tho 
city of Fond du Lac. The court costs 
for each of said prosecutions shall be 
four dollars, which court costs shall 
bo recorded and reported to the city 
of Fond du Lnc on tho first secular 
day of each month, and said city shall 
pay to the county treasurer of tho 
county of Fond du Lac, the total of 
said court costs as soon thereafter 
as practicable, in

in Control in the National Field

NUGLY tucked away in the files of the House Elections Com- 
mittee lies the Schall resolution proposing an amendment 


of the Constitution of the United States which win enable Con- 
gress to provide legal regulation of the primary elections for 
United States Senators and for President and Vice-President of 
the United States. 


Every little while Schall becomes annoyed at the indiffer- 


ence of his party and the Democrats to the primary election is- 
sue. He goes into conference with Sen. Johnson of California, 
who introduces a similar resolution in the upper branch. But 
there the matter rests, and snores. 


"The Newberry decision by the United States Supreme 


Court merely emphasized the need for the amendment we have 
proposed," said Schall. "Federal legislation seeking to control 
the primary election expenses of candidates for the Senate had 
no constitutional basis; one must be established. Otherwise 
the office of senator is up for sale in this country. 


"What is true of the Senate is true in a more sinister sense 


m the case of the Presidency. It is perfectly clear to thinking 
men and women that the national conventions of the two major 
parlies are now beyond the voters' control Money talks. Money 
is needed. A national convention can be bought up and the 
Whit* House can be delivered, as things stand, provided the poli- 
ticians work the game all the way through. Of course the win- 
ners do not need to offer merely money. They can promise all 
Jdnds of favors, offices, privileges. But it is buying and selling, 
nevertheless. 


"I bxn pointed out hi the past, and events wffl justify my 


warning, tfnrt foreign governments have been busy with our na- 
tional conventions, to subvert American governmental policy. 
They are today able to exert a dangerous influence upon the fu- 
ture «f this nation, due to the freedom with which our political 
conventions can be made to betray the wishes of the voters. 


"We most close up this No Man's Land between the power 


of the State and Federal governments to prescribe primary elec- 
tion controL We must amend the Constitution so that the peo- 
ple can choose the President, the Vice-President and the Senate, 
as wefl as the House, in defiance of those who make politics a 
matter of barter and sale."
